This  digest  of  the  plant- quarantine  import  restrictions  of  the 
British  Colony  of  Malta  has  been  prepared  for  the  information  of  nursery- 
men, pi ant- quarantine  officials,  ana  others  interested  in  the  exporta- 
tion of  plants  and  plant  products  to  that  Colony. 

It  was  prepared  "by  Harry  3.  Shaw,  plant  Quarantine  Inspector, 
in  Charge  of  Eoreign  Information  Service,  Division  of  Foreign  Plant 
Quarantines,  from  the  original  Ordinance  and  Government  Notices,  and 
reviewed  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture  of  Malta. 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be 
correct  and  complete  up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not 
intended  to  be  used  independently  of,  nor  as  a  substitute  for,  the 
original  texts,  and  it  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  legally  authorita- 
tive .

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BASIC  LEGISLATION 
Ordinance  No.  Ill  of  1876  (June  20,  1875; 


It  shall  "be  lawful  for  the  Head  of  the  Government,  whenever, 
in  his  opinion,  there  is  reason  to  "believe  that  any  agricultural 
produce  in  any  country  outside  of  the  island  of  Malta  and  its  de- 
pendencies, is  affected  with  a  disease  which,  "by  the  introduction 
of  such  produce  into  those  islands,  might  "be  introduced  into  and 
spread  within  those  islands,  to  prohibit,  by  a  notice  in  the  Govern- 
ment Gazette,  the  importation  of  the  said  produce  from  the  country 
and  from  any  other  country  into  which  the  importation  of  the  same 
produce  from  the  former  country  be  not  prohibited.
